ORIGIN OF THE INQUIRY 
The following report, prepared by the Management Com- 
mittee, explains the origin of the inquiry: 


| 1. The out-patient question has again come to the front 
in connexion with three problems: 


| 

| (a) The length of time during which out-patients often 
have to wait, and the suggestion that it might be 
possible to reduce this by changes in administrative 
methods ; 


(b) The overcrowding of out-patient departments, which 
is often said to be caused by the attendance of large 
numbers of patients for whose treatment the services 
of a hospital are not necessary ; 


(c) The question whether, in order to remedy these and 
other defects, the out-patient departments should, 
apart from emergencies, be used only for purposes of 
consultation—that is, for patients sent by medical 
practitioners for second opinions or for specialist 
treatments. 


2. The hospitals have long been seeking for remedies which, 
| while not excluding suitable “cases, would reduce hours of 
waiting. Individual hospitals might be helped to do this by 
suggestions of a common policy such as might result from an 
inquiry by a central body like the King’s Fund. 

' $3. An inquiry into the subject was held by the King’s Fund 
in 1911 by means of a special committee under the chairman- 
| ship of the late Lord Mersey. This dealt with the whole 

question of the functions of out-patient departments and their 
' relation to other medical and social agencies, and only inci- 


_ dentally with hours of waiting. The substance of the recom- 
| mendations was that the hospitals should themselves sift out 
and refer to other agencies, including private practitioners, 
| provident dispensaries, and the Poor Law medical service, 
all patients who were, on medical or financial grounds, more 
_ suitable for treatment by them ; that these agencies should be 
_ encouraged to refer to the hospitals cases needing consultative 
| or specialist attention ; and that, to facilitate these forms of 
| co-ordination, there should be an extension of the system of 
| specially trained inquiry officers known as “‘ almoners,’ 

working in touch with the hospital doctors and with the 


| outside agencies. 

4. Ever since that time there has been a succession of 
changes affecting the hespitals and the other agencies and the 
possibilities of co-ordination between them. There have been 
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developments in the machinery for collective hospital opinion 
and policy ; in the provision of general practitioner treatment 
under the National Insurance Acts; in the organization of 
other public medical services, including those formerly supplied 
by the Poor Law ; in the number, the importance, and the 
expense of the specialist hospital services ; in the system by 
which patients who can afford to do so pay part of their 
cost either directly or through contributory associations ; and 
in various other directions. There seems, therefore, to be 
good reason for the appointment of another special committee 
of inquiry. 

5. Although one result of these developments may be that 
a solution of the problem will be facilitated, another result 
may be that the search for the solution may open up even 
wider questions than it did in 1911. It may well be worth 
while, therefore, for the special committee to consider whether 
some shortening of the hours of waiting could be effected by 
internal administrative changes, which would not first require 
the discovery and adoption of a common policy on the whole 
subject.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


BrirMINGHAM BrancH: COVENTRY DivIsIon 

A meeting of the Coventry Division was held on November 
3rd, 1931, when thirty-two members and two ladies were 
present. The chairman, Dr. A. J. Witson, gave a demon- 
stration of clinical cases, illustrating, among other conditions, 
the use of artificial pneumothorax in various intrathoracic 
diseases, the gold treatment of lupus, and the stages of 
aortitis with aneurysm. An exposition of the working of the 
electrocardiograph was followed by an interjvetation of electro- 
cardiograms of various cardiac abnormalities. 


At a further clinical meeting of the Division, held on 
December Ist, 1931, with a record attendance of forty-one, 
Dr. S. A. KINNIER Wiison delivered a British Medical Asso- 
ciation Lecture, and demonstrated a series of unusual neuro- 
logical cases. 


BritisH GUIANA BRANCH 

Meetings of the British Guiana Branch were held in the 
library of the Public Hospital, Georgetown, on May 5th, 
July 3rd, and September 29th, 1931. 

At the meeting on May 5th Dr. S. C. Betrencourt-GomeEs 
read an interesting paper on blackwater fever, and referred to 
patients he had treated during the past twelve months, most 
of whom had resided for varying periods in the diamond and 
gold fields. In discussing etiology, he found that in his cases 
the administration of quinine in an irregular manner, both 
for prophylaxis and in treatment, was often the precursor of 
the attacks of blackwater fever. In treatment he always 
used ‘‘ plasmoquine surplex,’’ but had found Sternberg’s 
mixture useful. Transfusion during convalescence he had also 
found useful in expediting recovery. Discussion on the paper 
followed. Cases of (1) syphilis, with early aneurysm of 


ascending aorta and infiltration of extensor muscles of 
thighs, (2) erythema nodosum, (3) rupia, (4) lupus ery- 
thematosus, were shown by Dr. Payne. 

At the meeting held on July 3rd Dr. Romirti read a paper 
on the treatment of trophic ulcers. He showed photographs 


of cases treated by him by means of free grafts, periarterial 
sympathectomy, and by section of lumbar ganglia with their 
communicating rami. He was considerably impressed with 
the success of cases treated by the latter method. A good 
discussion followed. 

At the well-attended meeting held on September 29th, Dr. 
H. D. WearHerueAD read a paper on the diagnosis of appen- 
dicular disease. He stressed the importance of recognizing the 
two clinical entities—infectious appendicitis and obstructive 
appendicitis. A good discussion followed on the main points 
in the paper. 

Annual Dinner 

The annual dinner of the Branch was held in the Hotel 
Tower, Georgetown, when the president, Dr. W. HrEw1rey 
WHARTON, was in the chair. Twenty-one members attended, 
and three members brought guests. The dinner was honow-ed 
with the presence of His Excellency the Governor, Sir Edward 
Brandis Denham, K.C.M.G., K.B.E. Other honoured guests 
of the Association were Mr. Douglas-Jones, C.M.G., Colonial 
Secretary, Mr. A. T. Millard, G.M.G., Colonial Treasurer, 
Mr. Percy C. Wight, Mayor of Georgetown, Mr. Hector 
Josephs, K.C., Attorney-General, Dr. E. D. Rowland, I.S.O., 
Lieutenant-Commander Jermyn Rushbrooke, R.N., A.D.C. to 
His Excellency the Governor. 

A very successful and happy evening was spent. After the 
loyal toast had been honoured, the PRESIDENT gave the toast 
of ‘‘His Excellency the Governor,’”’ to which His ExceLLeNcy 
suitably replied. In proposing the toast of ‘‘ The British 
Guiana Branch of the British Medical Association,’’ His 
Excellency said that it was one which must appeal to all 
present, and one which any Governor would be proud to 
propose. It was particularly appropriate that it should be 
proposed by the Governor in this centenary year, because 
there were few medical services in the Empire which had a’ 
longer and more honourable record than the medical service 
in British Guiana, which had nearly one hundred years of 
unbroken service to its credit. He said it was incumbent 
upon those connected with the medical profession in British 
Guiana to reassure the world at large as regards the general 
health conditions of the colony. In acknowledging the toast, 
the PrEstpENT said that the British Medical Association was 
known all over the world. The Association was founded in 
1832, and would thus celebrate its centenary next year, while 
the British Guiana Branch was founded in 1881, though not 
officially recognized until 1883. The membership of the 
Branch was 46 out of 56 practitioners—about seven-eighths 
of the registered practitioners in the colony. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Colony of British Guiana ’’ was proposed 
by the CoLtontAL SECRETARY, who spoke of the many benefits 
to the health of the population which had taken place in the 
colony. He recalled the fact that the Guiana Medical Asso- 
ciation, founded in 1840, was the forerunner of the presert 
Branch of the British Medical Association. 

Dr. Rose, in responding to the toast, referred to the great 
increase in the population, as shown by the preliminary 
report of the Census Commissioner, to the benefit of the pure 
water supply scheme to the people, the reduction of the death 
raie from dysentery by more than one-half between 1921 and 
1929, and the great infant life saving due to the work of the 
Infant Welfare League. The health of the city had vastly 
improved owing to the work of the present medical officer cf 
health, Dr. W. de W. Wishart. The profession was very 
grateful for the eulogistic terms in which the Colonial Secre- 
tary had proposed the toast. 

The toast of ‘‘ Our Guests ’’ was proposed by Dr. C. j. 
Gomers, and was responded to by the Attorney-General (Mr. 
Hector Josepus, K.C.), and the Mayor (Mr. Percy WiGuT). 


Dorset AND West Hants BraNncH: BouRNEMOUTH DIVISION 

A meeting of the Bournemouth Division was held in con- 
junction with the Bournemouth Legal Society on December 
11th, at Bournemouth, and the following subject was dis- 
cussed: ‘‘ Modern civilization demands increased legislative 
restriction on certain individual liberties, and that our pro- 
fessions should unite in any possible action to secure jus’: 
legislation—for example, (1) young men squandering their 
fortunes, (2) old men making foolish wills, (3) mental ancl 
moral deficients with criminal instincts, and (4) alcohol in 
relation to married persons.’’ Mr. TaTTERSALL, president of 
the Bournemouth Legal Society, was in the chair, and, after 
a few opening remarks, asked Dr. Lionel Weatherley to open 
the discussion. 

Dr. WEATHERLEY said that for very many years he had. 
been in practice, and had constantly been associated with the 
legal profession also, and it was in 1894 that he urged the 
Council of the British Medical Association to take part in 
debates concerning the relationship of law and medicine, 
while he himself had spoken many times at the Medico-Legal 
Society in London. He felt that both professions were 
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searchers after the truth, but that each found the truth in 
different ways. There was one great difference, however, in the 
professions: whereas in the medical profession doctors were able 
to utilize the latest discoveries and inventions for the benefit 
of their patients, the legal profession had to deal with old 
and obsolete laws, or with modern laws which were rushed 
through in a panic. Dealing with the first section of the 
discussion, Dr. Weatherley said that at present there was no 
law which could stop young men squandering their fortunes, 
and he thought there should be some means at least of 
preventing them wasting their capital. As regards old men 
making foolish wills, he urged every doctor who was called 
to witness a will to make a note in his book of the mental 
state of the patient at the time the will was made, and if the 
will was disputed this note would be of very great value. As 
regards moral and mental deficients, the speaker said he had 
devoted a very great part of his lifetime in studying mental 
diseases, and there was no doubt but that the majority of 
crimes committed, crimes of violence anyway, were committed 
by men with sadistic instincts ; not only should the public be 
safeguarded from them, but they should be safeguarded from 
themselves. As regards alcohol in relation to married persons, 
he said the law as it stood at present was rotten, and he 
thought legislation on this was overdue. 

Mr. Sat, who spoke first for the Legal Society, said he 
was very jealous of individual liberty, and he thought legis- 
lation should uphold independence ; but, on the other hand, 
one should not use one’s liberties to the detriment of other 
individuals. As regards young men_ squandering their 
fortunes, he thought the law was sufficient at present, because 
a man making his will could leave it in such a way that it 
could not be squandered. Similarly, the law had dealt, and 
could deal, with ridiculous wills. He also thought that as 
-the law stood there was quite sufficient protection and control 
of mental and moral deficients. As regards alcohol! in relation 
to married persons, if a man wished to drink himself to 
death he did not see how anybody could stop him ; the only 
remedy was education and improvements in national 
character. 

Dr. Doris Optam said she had taken very great interest 
for some years in the mental and moral deficients, and had 
attended more than one international conference on the 
subject. There was a great group of people who were 
infringing the liberties of others, and she called this ‘‘ the 
social problem group,’’ and pressed for an inquiry into this 
group with a view to further legislation. Mrs. Lerroy agreed 
with Dr. Odlam in the need for an inquiry into the social 
problem group. She said she would hesitate before agreeing 
to a law which compelled the sterilization of the unfit. She 
agreed there was not sufficient institutional accommodation 
in the country for mental deficients. Dr. Morse was not in 
favour of further legislation ; if a law was made it was an incen- 
tive to break it. Mr. ManninG said he would support an inquiry 
into the subject of sterilization of the unfit. Dr. Simmons 
expressed the same view. Dr. Le FLEMING said that he did 
not think voluntary sterilization would meet the case, and he 
thought that compulsory sterilization was a long way off in 
this country. Mr. TREvANION was of opinion that habitual 
drunkenness should be sufficient grounds for divorce. 

Dr. WEATHERLEY having replied, Mr. Tatrersart briefly 
summed up the opinions expressed by the various speakers. 
Dr. Burstat, chairman of the Bournemouth Division, ex- 
pressed appreciation to the Legal Society for its hospitality, 
and for arranging such a very interesting discussion.

In the normal state there were no antibodies, 
Heredity accounted for 50 per cent. of allergic states. The 
following were allergic states: paroxysmal rhinitis, hay fever, 
asthma, urticaria, infantile eczema, prurigo, dermatitis herpeti- 
formis, angioneurotic oedema, cyclical vomiting, and migraine, 
If the father and mother were both allergic, symptoms 
appeared earlier in the children. Asthma in later life often 
followed infections, especially of the nasal tract. 

Drs. THomson, Barn, Cuarstey, Beattie, G. Jones, and 
Bucuan took part in the subsequent discussion. On the 
motion of Dr. J. W. Minter, a vote of thanks was accorded 
to Dr. Oriel for his interesting address.

Mr. HucuH Mitter showed three cases after partial gastrec- 
tomy, a case of neoplasm of undescended testicle, and an 
unusual case of acute obstruction of small intestine.

R. G. BAanneRMAN exhibited a specimen of fibromyoma of 
ovary. Mr. HamILton BatLey showed cases of (1) compres- 
sion fracture of the twelfth dorsal vertebra, (2) carcinoma of 
the pelvic colon with adherent small intestine, (3) gumma of 
Jeg, (4) Erb’s birth palsy, (5) tuberculous kidney, and (6) 
carcinoma of rectum.

Mrs. C. B. S. Hopson of the Eugenics Society then 
delivered an address on_ sterilization of the unfit. She 
stated the society’s immediate objects, which were to obtain 
a parliamentary Act to safeguard the surgeon who performed 
sterilizing operations on willing patients for purely eugenic 
reasons in public hospitals, and also to educate the general 
public with a view to voluntary sterilization of the unfit. 
She described the conditions in this regard in California. She 
also gave some interesting examples of Mendelism, and showed 
various family trees to illustrate the effects of mental defi- 
ciency, pauperism, illegitimacy, phthisis, cancer, etc., on 
succeeding generations. 

Considerable discussion ensued, most of the speakers appear- 
ing to consider that something much more drastic than volun- 
tary sterilization would be required if any impression was to 
be made on the appalling figure of 10 per cent., which was 
the latest quotation for the unfit (mental and physical) of the 
population. Mrs. Hodson was heartily thanked for her 
thought-provoking paper, after which the members took tea, 
at the kind invitation of the president. 


SoutH WaLEs AND MONMOUTHSHIRE BRANCH: SOUTH-WEST 

Wates Division 
A meeting of the South-West Wales Division was held at 
the Carmarthenshire Infirmary, Carmarthen, on December 
16th, 1931. A most instructive and entertaining lecture on 
industrial diseases was delivered by Dr. A. F. S. SLADDEN 
(Swansea).

A series of clinical cases were shown, including: (1) A case 
of haemophilic arthritis, shown by Captain K. S. Nica, 
in a boy aged about 15. The blood coagulation time was 
over twenty minutes. Rheumatoid arthritic changes had 
already occurred in the left knee-joint. (2) A case of high 
blood pressure (230 mm. Hg), with epistaxis and embolism of 
retinal artery. (3) A case of tuberculous disease of the spine 
with paraplegia, in a middle-aged man, was shown by Colonel 
G. T. Burx, I.M.S. This patient was of interest, as he had 
another lump in the left axilla suggesting a neoplasm cr 
gumma. The Wassermann reaction was negative. (4) 
A case of remittent pyrexia with signs of pleural effusion, 
shown by Colonel Burk. The effusion subsided after several 
weeks, and was thought to be due to typhoid on account of 
the period of fever and its recurrence. (5) A case of herpes 
ophthalmicus resulting in the loss of eyesight was shown by: 
Professor B. G. S. AcHarya. A brief discussion followed the 
demonstration after each case. 

A communication from the Government of India on the. 
proposed All-India Medical Council was considered. The 
recommendations were accepted unanimously. 

An interesting cinematograph film showing blood trans- 
fusion was exhibited, and was highly appreciated by all. 


YORKSHIRE BRANCH: WAKEFIELD, PONTEFRACT, AND 
CASTLEFORD Division 

A meeting of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford 
Division was held at the Red Lion Hotel, Pontefract, on 
December 3rd, with Mr. G. W. Tuomas in the chair. Twenty 
members were present. Dr. T. Walker was reappointed the 
representative on the Yorkshire Voluntary Hospitals Com- 
mittee. The sum of £2 4s. 6d. was collected for the Christmas 
fund of the Royal Medical Benevolent Fund. 


Address on Heart Failure 

Dr. T. Warprop GrirFitH (Leeds) delivered an interesting 
and lucid account of the causes, prevention, and treatment of 
heart failure. He first gave details of the normal amount cf 
work carried out by the heart. So long as that organ main- 
tained in the small arteries a pressure which ensured free and 
rapid circulation of blood in the capillary areas, then, no 
matter what signs there might be of valvular disease, it 
could not be said that “ failure’’ existed. He emphasized 
the importance of adequate treatment in young patients with 
manifestations of rheumatism, however slight, and stressed 
the need of securing great care throughout convalescence for 
patients suffering from rheumatism and all acute infections. 
In the past, treatment by rest had been unduly insisted upon 
in milder cases of cardiac weakness. Under severe restrictions 
there was a risk that the heart might not rise to the perforrn- 
ance of its increased work. In the severer cases of cardiac 
failure, of which he drew several clinical pictures, there was 
an imperative necessity for prolonged rest in bed, with all 
the accessories of careful nursing—measures which in a 
short time made a remarkable alteration in the aspect of the 
patient even when drugs were not given. A careful discussion 
on the principles of digitalis then followed. So undoubted 
was its influence in diminishing the conductivity of the 
auriculo-ventricular bundle, and so getting the best out of 
the ventricles in cases of auricular fibrillation, that there had 
been a tendency, in the light of recently acquired knowledge, 
to lose sight of the other actions of this drug. The ventricies 
gained strength in systole, apart from any effect associated 
with their less frequent action, while the tone of the ventricle, 
regulating the degree to which it expanded during its period 
of diastole, was also improved. The latter effect accounted 
for the good influence of digitalis in certain cases of aortic 
regurgitation—an affection in which Corrigan regarded it as 
definitely contraindicated. Its power of increasing the tone 
of the peripheral arteries was also a matter of importance. 
The influence of other drugs, such as adrenaline, camphor, 
strychnine, and strophanthus, was briefly reviewed, and the 
treatment of the complications of profound cardiac failure 
dealt with. Dropsical effusions in the pleural cavities, as 
opposed to those associated with inflammation, were prone 
to be greater than the physical signs might indicate, anc. it 
should be remembered that great relief might follow the 
removal of a large amount of fluid from a chest which showed 
little basal dullness. The speaker mentioned one case of mitral 
disease in which imminent death was apparently warded off 
by the prompt opening of a distended external jugular vein 
below its upper valve—a proceeding which, according to the 
observations of Reid and Struthers, not only prevented the 
advent of more blood to the distended right auricle, but 
actually allowed some blood to leave that cavity, thereby 
giving it another chance of contracting on its contents.

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CHARGING OF FEES TO INSURED PERSONS 

From the official record of the proceedings, just issued, 
of the recent nineteenth annual meeting of the National 
Association of Insurance Committees at Brighton, under 
the presidency of Sir William Hart, it appears that the 
longest debate took place on one of the proposed amend- 
ments to the Medical Benefit Regulations, whereby it is 
proposed to make an exception to the general prohibition 
of the acceptance of fees by insurance practitioners. 
This provides that the prohibitive clause shall not apply 
in respect of treatment given to an insured person, not 
being a person on the practitioner’s list, who, while under- 
.standing his right to receive treatment from the practi- 
tioner under the provisions of the terms of service, 
requests the practitioner in writing to treat him as a 
private patient. 

Mr. R. Annis of the Executive Council made a protest 
against this proposal, contending that it would give official 
support to the opinion, already too prevalent, that the 
treatment of a private patient was superior to the treat- 
ment of an insured patient, whereas it was the constant 
anxiety of Insurance Committees to convince the insured 
patient that the treatment he received as such was quite 
as good as that which he would receive privately. Mr. 
J. W. Speed of the Lancashire Committee said, however, 
that there were two sides to the question, which was more 
acute in the smaller districts, where all the doctors might 
be on the panel. It was held that the insured person 
had a right to say, ‘‘ I want private treatment, although 
there is no private doctor here.’’ In case after case the 
doctor gave the treatment, and in due course presented 
the bill. All went well until someone said to the patient, 
‘““ Why pay this bill? ’’ In the county of Lancashire, 
with 800,000 insured persons, less than 2 per cent. ex- 
pressed a desire for private treatment. After some further 
debate, in which Dr. A. E. Larking defended the new 
proviso as a means of protecting the medical profession 
from being imposed upon, it was resolved that the 
National Association of Insurance Committees should ex- 
press its view that the proposal was open to objection, 
but that it would be prepared to give it a trial if it was 
also laid down that the request of the patient—that the 
insurance practitioner should treat him privately—-must 
be on a form provided by the Insurance Committee, a 
copy of which must be forwarded by the practitioner to 
the committee within seven days of its completion. 

This matter also came forward at the last meeting of 
the London Insurance Committee, when the Medical 
Benefit Subcommittee presented a considered report on 
the whole subject. Its view was that the acceptance by 
a practitioner of a fee from an insured person, not on the 
practitioner's list, who specifically asked for treatment as 
a private patient, did not constitute a breach of the terms 
of service, but was to be deprecated. If it occurred 
often it would be bound to have unfortunate reactions on 
the good name of the service, and might prejudice the 
position of the practitioner concerned. 


“The regularization of such a practice,’’ the report con- 
tinues, ‘“‘is not only pernicious in principle, but might be 
vicious in application, and we are of the very strong opinion 
that it is entirely unnecessary. It is an accepted principle 
that there is no difference between the treatment which an 
insured person receives qua insured person from that which 
he would receive if he were treated by the same practitioner 
in a private capacity. We realize that there are people who 
prefer—for reasons best known to themselves—not to take 
advantage of the benefits which an Act of Parliament confers 
upon them, but it is difficult to realize that such would be the 
case if those persons were thoroughly cognizant of the fact 
that the Act confers upon them, as a statutory benefit, just 
what they would receive if they paid privately. It is here 
that, in our view, the chief danger of the new provision lies, 
and we think that it is open to abuse and may result in mis- 
representation, and that insured persons will be led into 
thinking that the treatment they will receive as insured 
persons is inferior to that which will be given to them if they 
pay for it privately.”’ 

The London Insurance Committee protested against the 


proposed revision, and appointed a deputation : 
— before the Minister of Health. . to lay its 
he Insurance Acts Committee has consid 
addendum proposed by the National Associatian 
surance Committees, and has signified its disapproval .

Correspondence 


THE FUTURE OF PANEL PRACTICE 

Sir,—-It has been a matter for congratulation that a Minister 
of Health has been appointed who, among many distinguished 
qualifications, possesses that of having been the first laymay 
to be a member of the General Medical Council. 

The correspondence in medical papers during recent monthg 
on the defects of national health insurance has undoubtedly 
been growing stronger and more outspoken in tone than ever 
before. There appear to be two roads open for the develop. 
ment of national health insurance. Either for the Ministry of 
Health to deal with the defects of the system, or, secondly, in 
default of this, a time appears to be not far distant when it 
will become necessary for panel practitioners, by withholding 
full co-operation with the Ministry, to enforce reasonable and 
workable conditions for patients and doctors—in other words, 
voluntary termination of all contracts and the negotiation of 
new terms of service. 

Steps of a similar nature were found necessary in France, 
The results have been surprisingly good. The French doctors 
have no restriction on treatment. They are free from lay 
control of medical matters. Economy is assured by leaving 
a small portion of the expense of every treatment and medicing 
uncovered by insurance, and thus falling personally on the 
patient. The preservation of professional secrecy is rigidly 
ensured. The division of practice into private and panel, 
with its natural disadvantages, is largely avoided. 

Lord Hewart has described, in 1929, the treatment of panel 
doctors under National Health Insurance Acts as “‘ pure 
despotism.’’ Surely the opinion of such a very distinguished 
layman cannot be without weight, and even so late in the 
day the Ministry will be wise to give ear. Probably the 
publication of 329/1.C. was the high-water mark of bureau- 
cratic aspiration of rule by Government actuary. To panel 
practitioners the efforts of Government actuaries are no more 
convincing than the official weather reports. After all, the 
present national health insurance is based on unsound financial 
principles, and any actuarial conclusions derived from the 
working of an unsound financial undertaking must be unsound 
in themselves. The conclusions of an argument are not likely 
to be sounder than the premisses from which they are derived, 

National health insurance was begun in response to a worthy 
expression of national sentiment. It has grown until some 
16,000,000 persons are affected out of a population of 
40,000,000, and has become a potent force in race culture 
and survival of the nation. Uncontrolled sentiment will enable 
it to destroy the nation it was meant to save. 

With ever-increasing international competition, as evidenced 
bv tariffs, it is likely that medical opinion of the cugenic 
soundness of social schemes will command greater attention 
than ever before. The question of protection of agriculture 
will no Jonger be regarded merely from the point of view of 
whether townspeople are to have cheaper food, but from the 
point of view of the national necessity of having a healthy 
and intelligent racial stock on the land from which the nation 
can draw in peace, and war should it arise. It seems curious 
that the only salvation for the National Health Insurance 
Act’s financial soundness should be likely to come from the 
united action of the medical profession. By continuing to 
co-operate with an unsound scheme we only lay ourselves open 
to further obloquy, and a moral responsibility rests with us 
not to continue a scheme demoralizing to the patients. 

Limitless benefit with limited liability is unsound. The 
national insurance formulary is beneath the standard of that 
of the pharmacopoeia of any teaching hospital, vet it has been 
accepted by insurance practitioners. Panel doctors are still 
pestered to sign most sick certificates on a Saturday. Lay 
control is rampant in medical matters. The encroachments of 
the regional medical officer are increasing. Officials and 
regulations are multiplying. When a doctor joins the panel 
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a blank cheque, so to speak, because no official 


oe ook of all the rules and regulations to which he is 
ted exists under one cover. It will have to be recognized 


oe married women can only be insured for medical treatment, 
and are an impossible proposition as regards sick pay. 

Will the Ministry read the lesson from France: that in 

tting the welfare of the patient first the French doctors have 
shown themselves unshakable before the onslaughts of 
bureaucracy ? At the present time the increase in the output 
of medical literature far exceeds the increase of real knowledge. 
cystematization has lagged behind the advance in medical 
knowledge, but must catch up. Those who believe in our 
national character will believe that the future of medicine lies 
with the general practitioner and not with bureaucracy.—

officer. The man asked to be allowed to sign off as he had 
got a light job “ doing a bit of watching ’’—a statement 
I now find to be untrue. He wanted to go on the “‘ dole.’’ A 
week ago I was called to see him. His feet and ankles were 
badly swollen, he was cyanosed, and had extreme orthopnoea. 
The heart is enlarged, and he has aortic incompetence. I 
certified him as unfit because of cardiac debility. To-day the 
notice came that he was referred to the regional medical
